Bourassa says he 
won't err again

Québec Liberal leader Robert Bourassa says that 
just because he learned lessons doesn't mean he made 
mistakes in confrontations with the Common Front 
unions as Premier in the early seventies. 

"They didn't want to discuss, they wanted to over- 
throw the government" he said to a McGill audience 
which filled Leacock 132 yesterday. "We were the only 
civilised society in the Western World facing a tradi- 
tion of civil disobedience in the public sector." 

In 1972 when Bourassa jailed not go on the* way we did in the 



the leaders of an impromptu 
general strike, workers closed 
whole towns, seized radio sta- 
tions and , established 
roadblocks on the main 
highways. 

Things are different now, 
said Bourassa, and its the 
unions who have changed their 
approach. 

"Now they're saying invest in 
business" said Bourassa. 

He said the government 
would have to redefine essential 
services with regard to the right 
to strike. 

"If we are not abolishing the 
right to strike" he said, "We 
fmust find alternatives like ar- 
bitration or final offer." 

Financial gains made by the 
public sector unions in the '60s 
and '70s have reduced Québec's 
ability to compete economically 
and seriously aggravated 
unemployment. 

"We need to be efficient" he 
said. "That means we need to 
have working conditions com- 
parable with our competitors. If 
we don't face competition we 
will increase our level of 
unemployment." 

Bourassa explained that 
countries such as Hong Kong 
and Taiwan have "dynamic and 
competitive" economies. 

The public sector unions can 
no longer lead private sector 
unions in working condition 
and wage settlements, said 
Bourassa. 

"There is a totally new 
climate," he said. "If we want 
foreign investment, we need 
political stability." 

Bourassa emphasised his re- 
election and political stability in 
Québec are synonymous. 

One member of the audience 
asked if recent federal and pro- 
vincial legislation threatened 
not onjy unions but the right to 
association. 

"In the case of Québec" 
Bourassa responded, "we can- 



last twenty years. 

Bourassa added, if elected, he 
will abolish succession taxes and 

amend unilingual sign laws. 

Bourassa concluded stating: 
" If we have peace on the 
language front, and if we have 
peace on the labour front, then 
we can benefit from our natural 
resources."

Rusher, publisher of the neo- 
conservative National Review, 
and Leslie Oelb, a Democrat 
hawk, who was Assistant 
Secretary of State in the Carter 
Administration. 

Rusher began by warning the 
audience to "be very careful 
about changing the present 



nuclear balance of terror that 
has worked for a long period of 
time. You could bring war 
closer." 

He admitted however, that 
much of the new technology is 
"not verifiable. Instead of freeze, 
he proposed a new system of 
defense, "the Earth Sattclite 



Jobs dry up for engineers 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Job seek- 
ing engineering graduates face 
bleak prospects this summer. 

The Canada Council of Pro- 
fessional Engineers says 25 per 
cent of 1982*s graduating class 
were unable to land jobs, and 
warn this year's job market 
looks just as grim. 

Council spokesperson Bren- 
dan Hawley says a survey of 
1982 graduates shows that of 
the 75 per cent who did find 
employment, 20 per cent lost 
their contracts before they 
started. . 

The range of employment op- 
portunities is narrowing because 
several oil conglomerates, in- 



Don Braggs, student place- 
ment officer at McMaster 
University, says the success rate 
of job-seeking engineering 
graduates is lower than for 
those with computer science and 
business administration 
degrees. 

"The facts don't fit the 
stereotypes as much as they 
once did, i.e., that it's easy for 
an engineer to get a job, but 
much more difficult- for 
students in the humanities and 
social sciences," Braggs said.

We are compla- 
cent and expecting nuclear 
peace to continue."

Old McGill is the hard-cover, 350-page yearbook covering the entire school year. It will 
include photographs of all McGill graduates of that year as well as other relevant material 
as the Editor sees fit. The Editor shall appoint and supervise a large staff Including writers, 
photographers, section editors and layout people. Applicants must be willing to attend a 
3-day workshop in August. 

OMBUDSMAN 

This position, established by the Students Society Constitution, serves as a means by 
which students can obtain help In cutting through McGill bureaucracy at all levels and to 
Inform students of the proper channel to air grievances. The Ombudsman is expected to 
keep regular office hours, familiarize him or herself with all levels of the University's 
administrative structure and to publicize this service to all members of the Students' 
Society. 



PROGRAM BOARD — CHAIRMAN 

The Students' Society and Student Services have jointly centralized the major 
entertainment-oriented committees at McGill under one committee. This includes 
Welcome Week, Activities, Night, General Programs, the Speakers' Program and Winter 
Carnival. The Chairman of this cpmmittee will have general responsibility for the planning 
and carrying out of atl of the above-named activities. He or she will also be involved In the 
selection of students to fill the following additional positions on the board: Secretary, 
Treasurer, Vice-Chairman (Publicity), Vice-Chairman (General Programs), Vice-Chalrman 
(Volunteers), Vice Chairman, (Speakers), Activities Night Coordinator, Welcome 
Week Coordinator and Winter Carnival Coordinator. Applications for these positions 
will be called for In the near future. Only individual applications will be accepted for 
the position of Chairman. 

SECOND HAND TEXTBOOK SALE — 
CO-ORDINATOR 

The Students' Society will sponsor a second hand textbook sale in September. The Co- 
ordinator must organize all aspects of the sale which include publicity and finding students 
staff. (The Students' Society encourages applications from individuals representing 
particular campus groups which could have group members act as volunteers.) The Co- 
ordinator must be in the Montreal area for at least a part of the summer to organize this 
event.

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'Star Wars' defense policy sparks instability

The tendency of the two 
superpower^ towards 
destabilising defense policies in 
suter space is endangering the 
presently binding arms control 
ireaties. 

At a lecture sponsored by 
McGill Student Pugwash last 
Thursday, Dr. I. A. Vlasic of the 
Vf cOill Faculty of Law describ- 
:d recent government policies 
on the militarisation of outer 
ipace and this implications of 
this for world; peace. 

In 1967 the superpowers sign- 
:d and ratified the Outer Space 
Treaty. This agreement forbids 
the placing of nuclear weapons 
Dr weapons of mass destruction 
in outer space. 

In 1972 the superpowers 
ratified the SALT I treaty which 



forbids deployment of new anti- 
ballistic systems apart from the 
one ground based system allow- 
ed to ea^ch side. 

These treaties may soon be 
terminated. Approximately 80 
per cent of existing satellites are 
used for "peaceful" military 
purposes such as recon- 
naissance, communications, 
targetting and navigation. 
Vlasic said American and pro- 
bably Soviet strategic military 
forces could not operate 
without them. However, he ad- 
ded, the dynamics of the arms 
race apparently dictates that 
anti-satellite weapons must be 
developed to blind, deafen and 
cripple the adversary. 

That these weapons are 
"peaceful" and in accord with 
the Outer Space treaty is dif- 



ficult to argue, Vlasic pointeu 
out. But the Soviets have been 
testing these types of weapons 
for some years and the 
Americans successfully tested 
theirs this January. 

The antithesis of these past 
treaties, according to Vlasic, is 
the "High Frontier," proposed 
by scientists and military 
strategists of the American 
Heritage Fund, and adopted by 
the Reagan administration. The 
idea is to build an impregnable 
shield of 432 space "battle sta- 
tions" equipped with lasers and 
particle beam weapons which 
would destroy ballistic missiles 
before they reach their targets. 
This is described as the strategy 
of "assured survival". 

Such an expensive, complex 
and probably ineffective 



system, if endorsed, could only 
serve to spur the arms race to 
new unprecedented levels 
without enhancing the security 
of the U.S., Vlasic said. 

Curbing the arms race in 
space requires the protection of 
these few endangered treaties. 
The Soviet Union and the 
United States must also work 
towards an agreement to ban all 
weapons, whether they are "of- 



fensive" such as ASAT, or 
"defensive" such as the High 
Frontier, from outer space, he 
added.

Fortunately, 
most members of the McGill 
team managed to avoid major

snow a few yards back. 

In the 50 km, our team was 
led by Dave. Bennett in an ex- 
cellent time of 3 hrs 9 min, 
followed within 5 minutes by 
assistant coach André Laplante, 
Liam Peyton, and Eric Bet- 
teridge. Jennifer Adams was 
our first woman finisher in a 
time of 3:45:00. In the 25 km, 
Paolo Vida won the men's 40-50 
year-old category in a time of 
1:33:00, while Scott Dammer- 
man was 6th in the junior men's 
. division in ajime of 1:38:00. In 



the 12 km, Sheila Kealey finish- 
ed 4th among the Junior 
women. 

After the race, the team piled 
into the vans to head back to 
Montreal. Some slept, while 
others relieved tension by telling 
jokes, but for all, hopes and 
fears were already turning to 
next week's Canadian Ski 
Marathon. 

Waxing conditions at the 
Canadian Ski Marathon were 
equally difficult as the 
Montebello race, but soon after 
the 08h00 start, it began to rain. 
By noon, access roads to thi 
various checkpoints hat 
become so icy that the trail wa 
closed early. Four McGill skiers 
were still able to race all five 
sections the first day, with Scott 
Dammermann leading the way, 
followed by Dave Bennett, 
Liam Peyton and Eric Bet- 
teridge.

Kick boxers learn to respect 
their own bodies

Verdun Auditorium was the 
setting for a gala of a very ex- 
citing and fast moving, but 
relatively unknown sport, last 
November. 

Consisting of 16 fighters, the 
kick-boxing tournament drew a 
large crowd of enthusiastic 
spectators, many of them par- 
ticipants of the sport. 

Kick-boxing is a fascinating 
combination of Tae Kwon Do- 
karate and boxing. The fighters, 
equipped with boxing gloves 
and footpads, juxtapose the two 
arts, punching and kicking for 
points and knockouts. 

Montréalers interested in the 
sport can take heart in the 
skillful instruction of 32-year 
old Joe Odman, whose gym is 
located on 90 Jean-Talon West. 

Odman, a son of a boxer, 
grew up in boxing gyms. He has 
a 4th dan in Karate, has studied 
Tae Kwon Do for 5 years, and 
has been specialising in kick- 
boxing for 6 years. 

His gym has churned out 
some of the best fighters in 
Québec, including Québec mid- 
dle weight, .champion Cyrius 



Odman adheres to a strict 
regimen of balanced meals, and 
abstains from alcohol, cigaret- 
tes, and drugs — a respect for 
his body which he learned from 
his father. 
His gym attracts all sorts of 



champion Herbie Whyne, and 
Québec junior middle weight 
champ Jex Fontaine. Odman's 
talent as an | instructor can be 
established in the fact that 
Whyne arrived in Odman's gym 
only a year-and-a half ago, to 



individuals, including dentists, take up kick-boxing 
students, dock workers, and 
carpenters. The fact that his 



students are not required to 
fight is an attractive element to 
those only interested in keeping 
fit. 

Approximately ten women 
train at his gym, and Odman is 
optimistic about their participa- 
tion in the sport. "In the States, 
there is even a pro kick-boxing 
league for women." 

There arc several McGill 
students training with Odman. 
Arts student James Lappin 
recommended the sport highly, 
stating "After a change from 
martial arts to kickboxing, my 
reflexes and fighting skills have 
greatly improved." 

It may not be long before 
kick-boxing will be accepted as 
a popular means of improving 
self-confidence and sharpening 



Taking his expertise in the art 
of fighting into consideration, 
Mr. Odman is surprisingly quiet 
and unassuming in nature. 

He praised kick-boxing over 
martial arts as karate and judo, 
in his soft 1 Haitian accent. 
"Kick-boxing is a full contact 
sport. It keeps you in better 
shape, whereas karate concen- 
trates much more on techni- 
ques. Kick-boxing also has an 
advantage: one can learn to 
fight and defend oneself much 
more quickly f" 

Kick-boxing incorporates 
such attributes as flexibility, 
balance and strength, all impor- 
tant factors iwhen performing

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Fight the fee increases 

This week's announced increases in tuition for foreign and out of province students by themselves 
might seem like the inevitable results of a massive government deficit. However, viewed in the con- 
text of McGill and overall education trends they should give you pause. 

McGill, whose world wide reputation was built by attracting international scholars and, correspon- 
dingly, international students, stands to have its cosmopolitain image sheared off by the hike next 
year. 87 per cent of Québec' s international students attend McGill. 10 per cent of McGill students are 
from outside the country. 

r 2^ 6l>ec,s incrcascs brin 8 fccs exactly to the level where they begin seriously deterring students. 
S1000 out-of-provmce fees make Québec's fees as expensive as most other provinces'. $5800 for 
foreign students will have particular affect on US students whose US options suddenly look brighter 
while barring students from poorer countries. 

A long term strategy is unfolding. The government would rather not have students attend universi- 
ty at all than have them attend and pay higher fees. There is simple reason for this. The government 
saves about $8000 dollars every time somebody doesn't enroll in university. It gains an extra few hun- 
dred or a few thousand dollars from every student who does so under the new increases. We are 
reaching the point where increases are much more clearly a disincentive to continue your education 
than simple hikes to reduce costs. 

In the last few years money to student proportions have been lurching back and forth without in- 
dicating a trend. The spring fashion has arrived. University education inaccessibilty is coming in with 
a vengeance. 

If these cuts followthe PQ strategy of cutting sector by sector to isolate protest, then they are pro- 
bably the first in a series. Foreign students are an easy target; they're the most vulnerable and the 
most conspicuous. The last time fees were increased for foreign students, they demonstrated wearing 
bags over their heads for fear of being identified for government reprisal. 

Beside the rumour of a general fee hike in Québec, there is another more credible, that fees for cer- 
tain professional faculties will be the next to go up. 

Tuition fee increases of any kind are never a good thing. In Québec, they indicate that not only is 
post-secondary education slipping oh the government priority list but it is also being reshaped to 
become a system that is more closed, expensive and elitist. 

On this issue, students will soon see themselves having to stand on one side of a polarising debate. 
If You Uke your university less international, less interesting, more constricted, more discriminating, 
the PQ s plan fa for you. If you're pleased with universities being in the high ranks of society and the 
idea of hierarchies of faculties inside universities delights you, than you're the state's new ally. If you 
Uke the feel of becoming the rarer kind of person with the privelege of a high-quality narrow-minded 
out-of-touch university. education, than you can sit back and indulge. 

There is no relationship between increased fees and increased education funding. Fee hikes take 
money mdiscnminatdy: they hit hardest those who are least able to pay. Governments have no plans 
for improving education. F 

McGill administration has taken no action except to complain that they weren't consulted. These 
days money strapped governments only consult themselves. 
A student tuition fee strike is an effective protest that could be considered for next September.

Depuis quelques années, un 
phénomène, entre autres, marque 
la scène mondiale: il s'agit d'une 
recrudescence du nombre de 
musulmans. La marque la plus 
spectaculaire de ce regain d'impor- 
tance de l'Islam est sans doute la 
prise du pouvoir, en Iran, de 
l'ayatollah Khomelny.' Pourtant, 
l'Iran n'est pas le seul pays où 
l'Islam fait parler de lui. Plus 
récemment, le Maroc et la Tunisie 
ont vu cette religion gagner en 
popularité. Pourquoi, et chez quelle 
couche de la population? Cet article 
se propose de suggérer quelques 
éléments de réponse à ces ques- 
tions. 

L'article 23 de la Constitution 
marocaine dit: «/a personne du roi 
est Inviolable et sacrée» (1). 
D'autre part, le monarque est 
«littéralement, l'ombre de Dieu sud. 
la terre» (2). C'est bien connu, tout 
ce qui émane de Dieu ne peut être 
que divinement bienfaisant: par 
conséquent, remettre en question 
les moindres gestes ou propos du 
monarque * marocain équivaut à 
«douter de la sagesse de Dieu» (3). 
Les dieux ont des caprices, dit-on: 



couche qui ressent le plus cette 
situation est composée de jeunes. 
Pour ceux-ci, les perspectives 
d'avenir sont quasi-Inexistantes. 
Ils sont donc la proie d'un senti- 
ment de révolte et de désarroi pro- 
fonds, face à cette situation qui 
leur apparaît sans issue.

Hassan II, l'actuel roi du Maroc, en 
a qui sont dignes de sa position 
d'ombre de Dieu sur la terre. Dans 
chaque grande ville du pays, Il fait 
construire ou agrandir un château, 
destiné à l'usage exclusif de sa 
famille et de ses émlnences grises. 
Cela, bien sûr, aux frais de l'Etat. 

Pendant ce temps, dans 
l'ensemble du pays, les conditions 
matérielles vont en se détériorant 
sans cesse. Schéma trop répandu 
d'une majorité de la population qui 
va en s'appauvrissant alors qu'une 
minorité de cette même population 
croît en aisance à tous les points 
de vue. Selon des statistiques 
récentes, 45% de la population 
marocaine vit au-dessous du seuil 
de la pauvreté absolue. (4). Le prix 
des denrées de base, dont les 
denrées alimentaires, ont 
augmenté considérablement depuis 
septembre 1983, c'est-à-dire 
depuis l'adoption par le roi Hassan 
Il et ses acolytes d'un programme 
du Fonds Monétaire 
lnternational(F.M.I.). Le pays con- 
naît une explosion démographique, 
qui s'accompagne d'un exode 
rural. Les pauvres «urbains» con- 
stituent 20% de la populatlondu 
pays. A Casablanca seulement, la 
capitale marocaine, le quart des 
forces potentielles de travail est 
sans emploi. Le tableau se répète, 
avec des variantes, dans la totalité 
du pays. La population dans son 
ensemble est touchée. Toutefois, la 



saint (quel qu'il soit) auquel se 
vouer. C'est, littéralement, ce qui 
se passe au Maroc: Allah devient le 
saint auquel s'en remettre, en 
même temps qu'on se réclâme de 
lui pour changer le monde. Allah 
est grand et bon. Allah a créé le 
monde: tel étant le cas, le monde 
qu'il a créé ne peut être que bon. 
Ou, s'il est «mauvais», on se 
purifie et on le purifiera en 
adhérant à l'Islam. Ce dernier de- 
vient, en quelque sorte, la vole 
ultime de salut, la vole de la 
lumière qui sera par opposition à la 
situation présente où l'on est perdu 
dans une nuit qui semble sans fin. 

Pendant un temps, une certaine 
unanimité régnait entre le roi 
Hassan II et ses sujets. Cette 
unanimité se réalisait autour de la 
question de la récupération (ou 
conservation) d'une partie du 
Sahara (l'ancien Sahara Espagnol, 
dont les habitants, les Saharaquls, 
se battent contre les troupes de 
Hassan II), Depuis, 8 ans se sont 
écoulés et la guerre dure toujours, 
absorbant entre 40% et 45% du 
budget annuel de l'Etat (5). Cette 



La Tunisie connaît elle aussi une 
crise très grave. Depuis plusieurs 
mois, des affrontements fréquents 
et sérieux ont lieu entre le peuple et 
les représentants de l'Etat. On 
parle d'émeutes qui auraient pour 
cause la montée des prix de cer- 
taines denrées alimentaires. Il 
s'agit là d'un motif, mais non du 
seul. Tout d'abord, la vie politique 
est Immobilisée, comme au Maroc, 
mais pour des raisons un peu 
différentes. La structure du régime 
politique qui prévaut fait que le par- 
ti et l'Etat sont étroitement imbri- 
qués l'un dans l'autre. Or, les deux 
sont sous le contrôle absolu du 
chef d'Etat, M. Bourguiba. Son 
règne, jusqu'ici, se définit comme 
un règne de pouvoir personnel. Te- 
nant de l'occidentalisation, Il se 
réclamait d'un certain 
démocratisme. Il disposait de 
moyens qui auraient pu, éven- 
tuellement, lui gagner la faveur des 
populations du Sud du pays. En ef- 
fet, il existe des différences 
culturelles sensibles entre la 
population du littoral, ouverte au 



pathle. C'est dans le Sud que se 
fait ressentir avec le plus d'accuité 
le problème du chômage. 
Toutefois, ce problème s'étale à 
l'ensemble du pays et, comme au 
Maroc, suscite des Interrogations 
et remises en question profondes, 
particulièrement chez les jeunes. 

Bourguiba a pris comme modèle 
de développement du pays la vie à 
l'occidentale. Ce modèle est 
devenu un critère d'évaluation et 
d'acceptation en Tunisie. Ceux qui 
ne peuvent s'y conformer (peu Im- 
portent leurs raisons) sont aux 
rangs des exclus et des laissés 
pour compte. L'adoption de ce 
modèle résulte en disparités socio- 
économiques croissantes au sein 
de la population: il s'est créé une 
bourgeoisie très riche, qui grâce à 
divers mécanismes, contribue peu 
aux recettes du pays. Les écarts de 
richesse sont évidents, et cho- 
quants. Cette situation a engendré, 
chez les exclus un refus de ce 
modèle occidental qui les 
marginalise et les dévalorise, du 
fait de ne pouvoir s'y conformer. 
Ce refus s'effectue au profit des 



islamique est plus notable dans le 
Sud ' du pays que dans le 1 
Nord.Toutefols, ce mouvement est 
commun aux deux parties du pays. 



Le Maroc et la Tunisie sont deux 
pays en crise. La situation du 
Maroc est sans issue. En Tunisie, 
le régime de Bourguiba se solde 
par un triple échec: politique, 
social et régional. Dans les deux 
cas, la population est désemparée, 
frustrée, en quête de certitudes 
nouvelles auxquelles se raccrocher 
à un moment où tout espoir semble 
perdu. Par ailleurs, ces populations 
aux membres démobilisés cher- 
chent une cause en laquelle s'In- 
vestir, une cause qui donnerait son 
sens et sa raison à la vie. L'Islam 
répond à cette exigence d'absolu 
car la fol, la politique, la religion et 
la société sont inséparables en son 
sein.

Ils 
utilisèrent la machine «llllac» de 
l'Université de I'llllnols afin d& 
montrer qu'il était possible de 
décrire avec précision l'acte de 
composition musicale en la rédui- 
sant à une série d'actes simples 
présentés dans un certain ordre, 
autrement dit un programme. 

A New York, L. et B. Barron 
essayèrent de construire de 
nouveaux modèles sonores. Leurs 
expériences sont liées à une prise 
de conscience du son distincte de 
celle qu'impliquaient les in- 
struments électroniques. Dans 
cette perspective, les Barron ont 
réalisé quelques musiques de 
films: Jazz Electronique, La 
Planète interdite et d'autres. 

Notons qu'à McGill, le départe- 
ment de physique possède parmi 
les meilleures machines de nos 
jours pour travailler de tels pro- 
blèmes. 

Rien n'est à l'épreuve de la 
cybernétique. En peinture, B. 
Julesz expérimente avec la «pein-

sorte de télévision grâce à laquelle, 
sous l'impulsion des organes de 
commande, on obtient un déroule- 
ment visuel coloré ayant un relief et 
des effets de mouvement multi- 
dimentionnels qui correspondent à 
l'effet sonore provoqué , par exem- 
ple, par un flux musical régulier. 

Schbffer réalisa également la 
première sculpture cybernétique: 
«CYSP 1» (cybernétique et spatio- 
dynamique). Elle est dotée d'une 
autonomie totale de mouvement 
ainsi que d'une rotation axiale et 
excentrique. C'est une sculpture- 
robot munie d'un cerveau élec- 
tronique, qui peut Intervenir dans 
des ballets aux côtés d'un ou 
plusieurs partenaires humains. II 
peut prendre part aussi à un film 
abstrait en produisant tous les ef- 
fets visuels possibles. En dehors 
de cette réalisation, Schbffer a con- 
struit à Liège la «tour spatio- 
dynamique», II a prévu des unités 
d'habitation, un théâtre spatio- 
dynamique, et II rôve avec le 
groupe International d'architecture 
prospective d'une ville cybernéti- 
que expérimentale. 

Notons que les sculptures de 
type CYSP ont de 2 à 6 mètres de 
hauteur et peuvent se déplacer 
dans la cité parmi les promeneurs, 
étant munis d'un radar et d'un 
système de commandes cybernéti- 
ques. Le spectateur n'est plus le 
seul à se déplacer, une socialisa- 
' tion de la sculpture existe. L'être 
humain a maintenant un nouveau 
compagnon «vivant». 

A l'exposition de Montréal de 
1967, un vaste espace fut 
aménagé, fruit de l'imagination de 
I. Xenaxls, compositeur de musi- 
que et anciennement collaborateur 



de Le Corbusler, et qui consistait 
de grandes surfaces convexes et 
concaves s' entrecoupant et 
définies au moyen de câbles 
suspendus dans l'espace. Le tout 
s'appelait «Polytope». Les câbles 
étalent électrisés et porteurs de 
1200 notes d'une partition visuelle 
composée par Xenaxls (Les musi- 
ques formelles, 1963), et dont les 
multiples combinaisons 
enregistrées sur film sont 
transmises au moyen d'un 
dispositif aérien par l'intermédiaire 
de cellules photo-électriques. 
Selon le cas, ces combinaisons 
donnent soit des mélodies visuelles 
(lignes lumineuses), soit des ac- 
cords (percussion simultanée de 
plusieurs points lumineux), soit 
des tonalités (Interventions de 
couleurs), éléments de vocabulaire 
qui sont donc ainsi utilisés à la fols 
dans l'espace et dans le temps, 
soit en rythmes, soit en superposi- 
tions. On obtient ainsi une sym- 
phonie lumineuse, soit pointilliste, 
soit tachlste. 

En même temps se déploie une 
composition musicale provenant 
d'une bande magnétique syn- 
chronisée avec le film et diffusée 
par plusieurs groupes de haut- 
parleurs donnant eux aussi à la 
musique une structure spatiale et, 
parla suite, un mouvement dans 
l'espace. 

Notons enfin l'existence de plans 
pour un théâtre cybernétique 
(spatio-dynamique). Schbffner en 
est l'Inventeur. II s'agit d'une sorte 
d'enveloppe circulaire au centre de 
laquelle se trouve le public. Celui-ci 
est placé sur un dispositif cir- 
culaire dont l'axe pivote. L'ensem- 
ble tourne lentement, mais à 
vitesse variable. Devant les spec- 
tateurs une piste circulaire, sur la- 
quelle évoluent des sculptures 
cybernétiques forment un ballet 
électronique dont le déploiement 
est opposé au mouvement des 
spectateurs. Un corps de ballet hu- 
main peut se produire en même 
temps. Le fond est fait de trois 
séquences de matériaux différents, 
dont l'un peut servir d'écran de 
projection cinématographique. Le 
son est émis en stéréophonie dans 
le sens opposé au mouvement de 
rotation des spectateurs qui perçoi- 
vent les projections lumineuses et 
colorées dans toutes les fractions 
de l'espace visible. 

On peut critiquer les abus de la 
technomanie: «/a plupart des 
oeuvres crées par ce mouvement 
ne vont pas au-delà d'un Impres- 
slonlsme froid, d'un clair-obscur 
d'ombres chinoises ou d'un 
réalisme sans histoire». (G. 
Cassiot-Talabot, La technomanie 
dans l'art, La Nef, janvier-mars 
1967). Un double postulat fonde 
ces objections: l'oeuvre artistique 
est le fait d'un seul être, et cet être 
doit être le maître des moyens qu'il 
emploie. Par contre, la création 
peut tout de même être collective, 
l'alliance peut être réalisée entre 
l'artiste et le technicien. Mais, y-a- 
t-il des créations valables obtenues 
par cette symbiose? 

De' plus, si les machines se 
substituent, à l'action humaine, 



celle-ci se verra contrainte de se 
redéfinir. Et, pour cela, il faudra 
que l'homme organise son action 
selon les schèmes utilisables par 
les machines. Si les machines 
réalisent des opérations qui parais- 
sent typiques de la pensée, ne doit- 
on pas en conclure que la pensée 
est de nature cybernétique, qu'il 
n'y a donc pas de différence 
définitive entre l'homme et la 
matière, que la conscience est un 
vain mot? 

Dans sa Politique, Aristote tente 
de justifier l'esclavage en se ba- 
sant sur une distinction entre les 
activités caractéristiques des 
«vrais hommes» qui sont les 
citoyens, et les activités de travail. 
Le travail est considéré comme une 
activité de forme purement 
répétitive, indigne des «vrais hom- 
mes», qui sont actifs dans la vie 
politique et la vie spéculative. Le 
problème vient de ce que le travail 
est nécessaire et en môme temps 
fastidieux. Nous pourrions réinter- 
préter la classification d' Aristote en 
distinguant deux espèces d'ac- 
tivité: celles qui sont réellement 
originales et celles qui sont pure- 
ment répétitives. 

Allons encore plus loin: dans une 
société libérée de tâches purement 
répétitives, de nouvelles formes de 
vie collective apparaîtront, celles-là 
même dont la définition aristotéli- 
cienne des citoyens constitue com- 
me le pressentiment. La vie 
aristocratique, dans les sociétés 
antiques, a été, semble-t-il, une 
sorte d'image anticlpatrlce d'une 
forme de vie appelée à devenir. 
Cette forme de vie, on peut la 
caractériser par le terme de 
souveraineté. La vie souveraine, ce 
n'est pas l'exercice d'une domina- 
tion, mais la vie libre. Libre vis-à- 
vis des contraintes naturelles, mais 
aussi des contraintes sociales dans 
ce qu'elles ont d'arbitraire et de 
non-compréhensible. 

Cependant, dans une société où 
une grande partie du travail sera 
fait par des machines, il y aura 
forcément de nouvelles contraintes 
qui seront dues à la machine. II 
s'agit de contraintes rationnelles 
posées par l'homme, donc parfaite- 
ment compréhensibles et in- 
tégrales. La vraie liberté est la 
maîtrise des contraintes. 
L'automate représente donc une 
contrainte intégrable, en ce sens 
que, loin de limiter la liberté, il lui 
donne un champ d'action effectif. 
L'action automatisée 
s'autonomlse, elle est assumée par 
des automates distincts de l'être 
humain; par là, elle écarte 
l'obstacle principal qui s'oppose à 
'épanouissement de la vie libre et, 
en même temps, elle donne à celle- 
ci l'assise réelle dont elle a besoin 
pour se déployer. La cybernétique 
nous Invite donc à saisir plus ex- 
actement les conditions de l'action 
efficace et de la compréhension ef- 
fective et d'autre part, à mieux 
situer ce qui fait l'originalité ir- 
réductible de la vie consciente, le 
mouvement prospectif, Intégrateur 
et Inflnltlsant de l'affectivité, l'affir- 
mation de ce que Pascal appelait la 
volonté.
